(2.) Rebearfal. Mr. Hadly has not forgot 


that. He fays, p..8. Even in that Church 
which is the Mother of Corruptions, which has 
brought down Chriftianity to fomething worfe 
than good Natural Religion 3 wherever the Belief 
of thofe Follies may be Suppos’d to Confift with 
an Honeft mind and a good Prathice ; Wher- 
ever the Ignorance is Invincible, and the Life 


according to the bef Knowledge, there is a Fu- \ 
[ification and Excufe: 

Country-m. It is faid of the Pap:/ts, that 
they make Ignorance the Mother ot Devotion. 
But here it is made the Avorher of Religion. 
And fo we be Zgvorant enough, it is no 
Matter what Church or Religion we are ot ! 
Nor what our Praéfice is neither, fo it be 
according to our bef? Knowle’ge! There is a 
Fuftification! And if { am Faffifydin my 
Ignorance; why fhou’d | defire to Kvow ? 
It is putting my felf in greater Danger, 
and much more Perplexity. Were they 
Fufifyd who Crucifyd the Lord of Glory, 
becaufe through Ignorance they did it? why 
then did the -Apoffle tell them that by 
wicked hands they had Crucify’d and Slain 
Him? Were they Fuftifyd who Thought 
they did God Service in Murdering His 
Prophets and Apoftles? Was Paul Jultity’d, 
becaufe he was verily Perfwaded he ought 
to Perfecute them? Why then did he call 
himfelf the Greateft of S:nners for fo doing? 
Are the Papifts Juftify’d in all their Perfe- 
cution Of the Proteftants? Why then do we 
call them Hard Names for that wherein 
they are Fuftifyd before God? For I believe 
you will not Deny, that many of them 
did it according to their beft Knowledge. And 
what need any man Defire more than Fu 
ftification ? 

But according to this Doétrin, why do’s 
Mr. Hoadly fay, that Popery is fomething 
worfe then good Natural Religion? For if a 
man is Fuftfy’d in Popery through his /gnorance, 
can he be more than Juftify’d in his good 
Natural Religion ? 


(3.) Rebearf. This is the Cue of the Party, 
to take all Occafions to Prefer what they 
call Natural Religion to that which is Re- 
veal'd, They mifs no Opportunity to Dafh 
| upon Reveal’d Religion, and to fet up the 
Green 








































Gieen Boughs of Nature. Infomuch that a 
Womans Nurfivg her own Child, being a 
Datuval Duty, is of more weceffary and indi- 
fpenfable Obligation, than any pofttive Precept 
of Reveal’d Religion, And believing in Chrift 
is nothing elfe but a pofitive aPrecept of 
Reveal’d Religion. And if as they fay, the 
Command of the Hasband is a full Dif- 
charge to the Wife from this more neceffary 
and indifpenfable Obligation of Nurfing her 
own Child, it muft of Confequence be a 
Difcharge trom the ke/s Necefary Obligation 
of Believing in Chrif! 

But I have before Difcours’d this Point 
of Natural and Reveal’d Reliyion, and fhew'd, 
That they are not to be feparated, or fet 
up one againft the other. And chat there 
is a Rule to Chriffians Superior even to 
Confcience.

(5.) Rebearf, As to the Plea of Neceffi- 
ty, which fome of the Reformed abroad 
make ufe of why they have not Epifcopa- 
cy, I deal not with that now. They muft 
fee to it. But, as I have fhew’d before, 
this will be no Juftification or Excufe to 
our Diffenters here, who throw off a Pro- 
teftant Epifcopacy, and Rebell againft their 
own Bifhops, from whom they Pretend not 
to Differ as to Doéftrix, but Renounce £- 
pifcopacy it felf, the Name and Thing; and 
ftand out Chiefly, if not meerly, upon that 
Poiat, as their Vindicator has lately Affur’d 
Us, infomuch that if we fhow’d give them 
up all other things, our whole Lyturgy, Ce- 
remonies, \&c. Yet that they will not be 
Content without the Abolit.n of our £- 
pifcopal Hierarchy. Therefore their Cafe is 
not that of the Reform’d abroad. But it 
is that of which St. Gude {peaks, ver. 11. 
of thofe Chriftians in his time who Perifhed 
in the Gain-faying of Korab. And he tells
